Seifert Sees A Better Year 


By Linda S. Corbett 

What the school committee 
wants, the school committee 
will get. 

That’s the attitude that 
Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert says will set the ad- 
ministration’s tone for the new 
school year. 

Seifert indicated that 
smoother running between the 
two groups, seemingly at odds 
often during the past year, will 
be one of the changes apparent 
when school opens next month. 

And, in spite of the fact that 
the committee’s named in two 
law suits, that teachers con- 
tracts are unsigned and that 
morale is ‘‘quite low,’’ he says 
he’s looking forward ‘‘to a 
better year.” 

Other changes coming up in- 
clude more cooperation at all 
levels (‘because people realize 
that they're only hurting the 
children’’), a more active 


teachers’ association, tighter 
discipline, a more ‘business 
like atmosphgre”’ in the schools 
and more specific policies from 


the school committee 


Morale Low 

“Yes, morale is quite low,” 
he admitted recently, adding 
that he thinks educators feel 
that their judgment, training 
and experience don’t make that 
much difference any more. 

But, he said, this is likely to 
happen any time a change takes 
place ‘‘educationally,’’ and he 
predicts it isn’t a permanent 
problem. The recent austerity 
crunch also came across 
negatively to educators, he 
said, because when times are 
tight they just don’t get funds 
for new materials or programs. 

Also, he said, he is confident 
that *‘no matter what has 
happened over the past year,”’ 
when it really comes down to it, 
the children come first and the 
faculty will rally to that respon- 
sibility. 

“One always has to get on 
with the business of education,” 
he said, ‘‘and with Chapter 766 
at our doorstep, we have to get 
more serious about each and 
every student.”’ 

While school may not start off 
in September ‘‘as smoothly as 


we'd like,’” without the 
teacher’s contract, Seifert said 
the situation had existed 
before. The teachers can work 
on last year’s contract until a 
new one is signed, and any new 
provisions can be made 
retroactive to the beginning of 
the school year. 
Conservative Line 

Seiferrt said he expects 
smoother operating between 
the school committee and the 
administrators in 1974-75 than 
last year, when the balance of 
the committee tipped to a more 
conservative line. 

The new attitude has already 
been set in the past month or 
two, he went on, explaining that 
the feeling now is ‘‘If that’s 
What the school committee 
wants, then that’s what the 
school committee wil have.’’ 

We will continue to make our 
recommendations, he said, ‘‘as 
we have to be honest. If we feel 
i policy is going to create 
problems, we have to say so; 
but we don't want the school

Telephone 
Co. Aids 
Recycling 


Craftsmen throughout New 
England Telephone are 
cooperating in a recycling 
program that not only is conser- 
ving natural resources but also is 
helping to reduce costs. 

Local telephone manager Alan 
McPhail said the Bell Bystem 
Operating companies have 
always recycled material but 
now more items than ever are be- 
ing recovered. 

For instance, 236 tons of wire 
used by installer-repairmen in 
home installations were returned 
to Western Electric in Water- 
town last year. (Western Elec- 
tric is the Bell System’s 
manufacturing and supply unit.) 
Of this total, 153 tons were 
reclaimed for use as telephone 
connector cable while the 
balance was sold as scrap for 
recycling. Before 1973 nearly all 
of this material went to scrap. 

Last December alone, 125,000 
telephone set cords were Salvag- 
ed. 

Also thousands of plastic 
telephone set housings are being 
reclaimed using a new method 
devised by Bell Telephone 
Laboratories - the research and 
development unit of the Bell 
System. 

The method, known as 
vibratory polishing, accounts for 
a recovery rate that was never 
before possible. 

The program is under Way in 
garages all over the company 
where craftsmen are urged to 
place used wire, cords and 
housings in bins for delivery to 
Western Electric.

Town Counsel Alfred Daniels 
this week was pondering the 
Status of Edward P. Regan, 
who was relieved of his assis- 
tant superintendent duties by 
the school committee, effective 
July 1, and will now be asked to 
return $1750 which was paid to 
him during July. 

The school committee voted 
unanimously last Thursday to 
seek legal opinions from 
Daniels and from the 
Massachusetts Association of 
School Committees on the 
matter, and to request the 
money be returned. 

The $1750 figure represents 
the amount the committee was 
willing to pay Regan per month, 
for temporarily taking on the 
new personnel manager posi- 
tion from July 1 to August 18. 

Regan, however, had main- 
tained that he wouldn’t accept a 
lesser position or lesser salary 
than that of assistant 
superintendent, and had not 
been working in the temporary 
position. 

In its unanimous decision not 
to pay Regan for services as 
personnel manager, the com- 
mittee generally agreed that 
they had not yet decided what 
his status was as principal or if 
sick leave pay was due him. 

Regan had tenure as a prin- 
cipal and has not been fired by 
the school committee from the 
system, even though his assis- 
tant superintendent position no 


oa — 
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longer exists. 

Regan had accrued 186 sick 
days since he came to Andover 
in 1965, and also had vacation 
due him.

He 
taught English and math in the 
Smithfield Junior High Schoal 
from 1955 to 1957, was principai 
and teacher of Winsor Elemen- 
tary School in Smithfield from 
1957 to 1962, principal of the 
Davisville Elementary School

He was superintendent in

committee to feel we’re pulling 
against them.” 

The committee, he went on, 
‘has a perfect right to set the 
direction of the schools.”’ 

‘Policy is the local form of 
law and we have some areas 
where the committee wants a 
stricter definition.’’ In a way, 
he said, that takes ad- 
ministrators off the limb, by 
leaving them less room for in- 
terpretation. 

Among the specific policies 
the school committee wants 
achieved, he cited the new 
homework policy and the in- 
cluding of achievement and 
college board results as an in- 
tegral part of the evaluation of 
personnel. 

I don’t interpret this to mean 
that we should teach to the tests 
directly, he said, but the 
emphasis has changed. 

More Discipline 

Another change he noted is 
the trend toward a more 
business-like atmosphere. 


“I think the staff is starting 
to approach it like, ‘This is a job 
to do; okay, we’ll do the job.’”’ 
The system-wide sharing of in- 
formation in solving a problem 
is diminishing, he added, while 
people are sticking more to 
their own, individual problems. 

One possible danger in this, 
he said, is the loss of talent. 

He said for the past five years 
the emphasis had been on 
where a school fits into the 
whole system, while now a 
more isolationist attitude is 
developing. 

“I see the schools being 
firmer than before,’”’ he went 
on. ‘‘That’s what’s being 
desired by the school com- 
mittee.” 

Seifert said it was his ’per- 
sonal feeling’’ that small 
number 

Seifert said it was his ‘“‘per- 
sonal feeling’? that a small 
number of children in Andover 
have little or no respect for 
their parents and teachers. But, 
he said, he thought the majority 
of youngsters “‘act very, very 
well in school.”’ and that he dos 
not see discipline as a problem. 

Other changes for the coming 
year include two assistant prin- 
cipals at the high school instead 
of one, and, of course, a new 
associate superintendent (see 
Separate story) and personnel 
manager instead of one assis- 
tant. 

Planning Ahead 

He said the administration 
will also have to start exploring 
the possibility of West Junior 
High and the high school 
becoming a grade nine through 
12 complex, to overcome ‘a 
very, very serious population 
problem” in the secondary 
schools. i 

One unknown for the year is 
the effect of implementing 766 
but, Seifert said, he thought the 
system was ‘‘off to a fine start’’ 
and he’s not expecting any 
serous problems in that area. 

I think we've also got to begin 
to look at the 30 percent who 
don’t go on to college,”’ he went 
on. “I don’t think we’ve ever 
addressed ourselves enough - at 
least not in the past five years - 
to them. 
‘*We 


have spent the 


overwhelming majority of 
resources on the college- 
bound,’’ he said, while “I see 
more and more clients of the 30 
percent who don’t go on tho 
college wanting a fairer and 
fairer share.”’ 

There are few alterations in 
school facilities on the near 
horizon. Some renovations at 
South School, which will open 
up some small rooms for 
special purposes, top the list. 

A new security system will be 
installed in East Junior High 
and if it begins to work, it might 
be expanded into other 
buildings. The system is design- 
ed to prevent vandalism - which 
has been costing the system an 
estimated $15,000 a year - by 
detecting movement. 


Not ‘‘Looking”’ 

Seifert also dispelled rumors 
that he has been looking 
elsewhere for an ad- 
ministrative position, and reaf- 
firmed his earlier hope to get 
his 20-year Revere Bowl here. 

Every year he has been in An- 
dover, he said, he has been ap- 
proached by other systems and 
by private business, and this 
year was no different. 

During the course of the year, 
he said, there were discussions 
that the best thing to do was to 
get out. 

“All too frequently that’s 
been the answer in this coun- 
try,” he said, ‘‘but I think the 
best way is for people to resolve 
their problems. You don’t 
resolve them by asking people 
to get out, particularly if you 
haven’t spent time talking to 
see what they’re thinking. 

“My feeling is that if there 
are problems, let’s deal with 
them.”’ 

“If a school committee 
member has a certain policy 
and a different one is passed, he 
has to live with it. He should 
Stay and solve the problem.” 

‘I think, in the final 
analysis,’’ Seifert said, ‘that 
people in town are not that 
much at odds with each other. 

“I don’t see such wide 
differences when we sit down 
and talk about what the School 
Committee wants to do.

Saturday 


Paul Revere rode through the 
area recently chanting ‘‘the IRS 
is coming, the IRS is coming.”’ 

Well it wasn’t really Paul 
Revere, and he wasn’t really 
chanting, and the horse he was 
riding was actually a 65 
horsepower Volkswagen. 

It was David Gale of Lexington 
dressed as Paul Revere, and the 
word he was spreading was of a 
conference exploring Internal 
Revenue Service (IRS) tactics in 
Squeezing money out of the 
average taxpayer. 

Sponsored by the Church of 
Scientology Aug. 10 in the Com- 
monwealth Room of the Sheraton 
Boston, the conference will 
feature tax reform groups from 
all over New England and ad- 
dresses by former IRS agent 
Stanley Prescott and Freedom of 
Information avocates Philip and 
Sue Long. 

The IRS has been using 
questionable tactics for some 


years now and the purpose of the 
conference will be to reveal some 
of those tactics to the public, ac- 
cording to Conference Director 
Michael Carlson. 

“The IRS has allegedly been 
withholding information from 
Congress, media and the public 
for years,’ Carlson said. Much 
information about the IRS has 
become available because of the 
Freedom of Information Act of 
1967, and ‘the conference will 
provide a place for citizens to ob- 
tain this information.”’ 


In the past, the Church of 
Scientology has released the IRS 
Papers and the IRS Intelligence 
Index. The IRS Papers is a com- 
pilation of over 200 secret IRS 
policies dealing with hidden 
means of handling taxpayers. 

The Intelligence Index reveal- 
ed the existence of such training 
manuals as ‘‘Arrests without 
Warrants,’ ‘‘Searches without 
warrants’, and ‘‘Electrical and 
Mechanical Eavesdropping.”’

Classrooms From Space 


A powerful new United States 
communications satellite now in 
orbit promises rich educational 
benefits for millions of 
Americans plus improved health 
care and medical treatment by 
television for people in remote 
areas. 

The satellite, designated ATS-6 
by the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, is con- 
sidered the most complex, ver- 
Satile and powerful ever 
developed. One of its principal 
purposes is to bring two-way 


voice and color video com-. 


munication to Appalachia, the 
Rocky Mountain states and 
Alaska. The emphasis in all these 
broadcasts will be on health and 
education. 

“The satellite will be working 
for the people’’ says space ex- 
pert, Dr. Wernher von Braun, 
vice president of Fairchild In- 
dustries, the company which 
built the spacecraft. 

Because it beams a signal 31 
times more powerful than any 
other satellite, ATS-6 has the 
capability to communicate 
directly to inexpensive, simple, 
roof-top or school yard receivers 
no larger than 10 feet in 
diameter. There is no need for 
complex, multi-million dollar 
ground stations. 

Under the control of NASA’s 
Goddard Space Flight Center 
near Washington, D.C., the 3,080- 
pound spacecraft is positioned 
22,300 miles above the 
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Service

Gallapagos Islands on the 
Equator west of South America. 
One of its first jobs is to deter- 
mine whether a satellite is prac- 
tical in helping teach people in 
rural areas where specialized 
education is not available. This 
summer it is beaming University 
of Kentucky courses in career 
education and in methods of 
teaching elementary reading to 
some 1,200 teachers in eight Ap- 
palachian states. Starting in 
September, junior high school 
Students in 56 Rocky Mountain 
communities will receive 
courses beamed directly from 
the satellite to television 
receivers in their classrooms. In 
Alaska, adults and children in 
remote villages will learn 
through the satellite. Alaska also 
will participate in a major 
telemedicine test. Live views of 
patients and medical data will be 
televised from small village 
clinics to physicians at a Public 
Health Service hospital who can 
then prescribe therapy. The U.S. 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare is providing the 
funds for these experimental 
health and education programs, 
Other major experiments 
scheduled for ATS-6 include com- 
munications with ships, aircraft 
and other spacecraft, navigation 
tracking experiments and studies 
in radio signal propagation, It 
will also provide live television 
coverage of the rendezvous and 
linkup between an American 


Apollo and a Russian Soyuz 
Spacecraft in July, 1975. 

Following its first year in 
Space, ATS-6 will be allowed to 
drift to a new position on the 
Equator over Kenya, Africa. 
There, on a loan to the Govern- 
ment of India, it will beam health 
and agricultural education 
programs, family planning infor- 
mation and cultural programs to 
over 5,000 rural villages whose 
inhabitants have never seen 
television or motion pictures. 
After its year of service to India, 
the satellite will be repositioned 
over the Western Hemisphere. 

To prevent the disruption in 
health and educational services 
in both countries caused by mov- 
ing ATS-6 to India and back, a 
number of Senators and 
Representatives have urged 
NASA to fly an additional ATS 
mission. This could be ac- 
complished comparatively inex- 
pensively, they pointed out, since 
a “back-up” satellite for ATS-6 is 
already virtually complete and 
could be launched by spring of 
next year.

Roy A. Deveau of 8 Hemlock 
Road, Andover is a member of a 
project team that successfully 
completed, tested, and delivered 
the first of eight flight cameras 
for the Viking Mission to Mars.

Edward P. Carroll Jr. of 
Swampscott, candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for 
County Commissioner has 
strongly urged the implementa- 
tion of the Civil Service System 
in Essex County.

The Swampscott Democrat, 
who has been endorsed by the 
North Shore Labor Council AFL- 
CIO and the Teamsters Local 42, 
said Civil Service, while being 
far from a perfect system, will 
give everyone a fairer chance to 
get a county position.

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Regional Health Center Approved For Wilmington 


The State Public Health Coun- 
cil approved the Certificate of 
Need application for the 
Wilmington Regional Health 
Center on Tuesday, July 23, 1974. 
The action of this council was 
based on recommendations from 
the Health Planning Council of 
Greater Boston, Inc., the State 
Office of Comprehensive Health 
Planning and the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, all 
of which concurred in the ap- 
proval of the health center. 

The approval marks the con- 
clusion of a three month process 
which began with the submission 
of a 100 page application on May 
Ist of this year. A public hearing 
for the purposes of soliciting in- 
formation and informing the 
public, was held in the 
Wilmington High School 
auditorium on June 11, 1974 as 
part of the Certificate of Need 
process. 


The Certificate of Need 
process is the result of state 
legislation passed and signed into 
law in 1971. The purpose of the 
law is to regulate the construc- 
tion of health care facilities in 
the Commonwealth and insure 
that capital expenditures in 
health care are appropriate and 
needed. The program itself is ad- 
ministered by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health and the 
final decision making authority is 
the seven member Public Health 
Council which is appointed by the 
Governor and chaired by the 
Commissioner of Health, Dr. 
William Bicknell. 


The proposed health center is 
the product of approximately ten 
years of work on the part of a 
group of residents of the town of 
Wilmington. The early efforts 
were led by Lillian and Mel 
Woodside of Wilmington. The 
original group considered many 
different alternatives for im- 
proving the area's health care 
system, finally arriving at the 
health center concept. Theii in- 
itial direction was toward a 
hospital but the hospital idea was 
eliminated by the State’s deci- 
sion to halt the building of any 
new hospitals in the Com- 
monwealth. When the group was 
confronted with the fact that they 
were not allowed to build a 
hospital, they looked to the alter- 
native of an ambulatory health 
care center. In February of this 
year, the organization’s name 
was changed to the Wilmington 
Regional Health Center. 


Through a rather innovative 
organizational scheme, the 
health center will provide 24 hour 
seven days a week medical 
coverage with health care per- 
sonnel at the health center 
around the clock. In addition, 
Family Medicine,  |’hysical 
Therapy, Physical Exams, Oc- 
cupational Health Services, 
Laboratory and complete X-Ray 
services will be provided by 
health center staff. Additional 
services to be provided at the 
center will include: Internal 
Medicine, Vediatrics, Ob-/Gyn, 
Orthopedics, General Surgery, 
Urology, Ophthalmology, Oral 
Surgery, Psychiatry, Neurology, 
Neurosurgery and Dermatology. 


The Health Center is presently 
involved in discussions with a 
variety of social and community 
service agencies which may 
lease space within the facility. 
This will provide more con- 
venient patient care and more 
opportunity for different types of 
health care providers to interact 
in improving patient care. 

The Health Center is organized 
aS a non-profit charitable com- 
munity corporation and has at 
present a 51 member Board of 
Directors. The 51 members are 
from the towns of Burlington, 
Billerica, North Reading, 
Reading, Tewksbury, Woburn 
and Wilmington, The board will 
continue to expand to a 
miinimum of 60 with a maximum 
ol’75. Further ‘representation is 


other than Wilmington, including 
Andover, Burlington, Billerica, 
North Reading, Reading and 
Woburn. The Board of Directors 
establishes all policies involving 
the health center and are ul- 
timately responsible for the 
patient care provided at the 
health center. People from all 
walks of life make up the Health 
Center Board of Directors. A se- 
cond level of affiliation with the 
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or even an entire wall ... 
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health center is presently under 
consideration. This second level 
would be trusteeship and would 
be open to all interested in- 
dividuals and corporations. 

The Health Center has also 
submitted a grant application to 
the Public Health Service, 
D.H.E.W. for research in the 
area of emergency medical ser- 
vices. The purpose of the grant is 
to analyze in detail the emergen- 
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cy medical care needs of the ser- 
vice area, (Andover, Billerica, 
Burlington, North Reading, 
Reading, Tewksbury, 
Wilmington and Woburn,) and to 
analyze what emergency medical 
service role is appropriate for 
the health center to assume. The 
present planning to the health 
center is for a 24 hour walk-in 
service for non-life-threatening, 
but acute medical problems. 
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Shopping For A Vocational Career 


While college graduates are 
searching the boondocks for jobs, 
more and more students are tur- 
ning to trade and technical school 
training in preparing for a 
career, According to Federal 
Trade Commissioner Chairman 
Lewis A. Engman, ‘American 
consumers are becoming in- 
creasingly attracted to the 
promising value of a vocational 
education. Along with this grow- 
ing popularity there is an in- 
creasing need for prospective 
students to make a careful 
evaluation of a specific 
vocational course or school 
before they make any financial 
commitment. The essential 
criterion for that evaluation 
Should be the value of the 
school’s training in helping 
students get a good job.”’ 

The process of selecting the 
right school can be an exciting 
bargain hunt, well worth careful 
effort. After all, it's probably the 
most important purchase a per- 
son makes in his lifetime. The 
following information suggests a 
path that is bound to lead to a 
bargain. 

The first step is to develop a 
list of possible schools. To do 
this, you must decide what kind 
of training you want and where 
you want to take it. Check the 
Directory of Postsecondary 
Schools with Occupational 
Programs which was published 
by the U.S. Office of Education in 
1971. To purchase a copy, write to 
the Superintendent of 


Documents, U.S. Government 
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Printing Office, Washington, 
D.C, 20402. The price is $3.95. 

This directory lists over 8,000 
public and proprietary postsecon- 
dary schools which give trade 
and technical training. They are 
arranged by state and city with 
indexes for programs and for 
schools. Information given in the 
directory for each school in- 
cludes name, address and 
telephone number, type of 
school, control or affiliation, 
enrollment (for public schools 
only), accreditation and eligibili- 
ty. 

Make a card file of the schools 
that give the kind of training you 
want where you want to take it 
and put the information in the 
directory about the school on 
each card. 

The next step is to gather all 
the information you can about 
the school. Call the school or 
write for descriptive material 
which the schools all have 
available. Examine these 
materials to find out about 
courses, faculty, facilities and 
costs. 

Also talk to people who have 
had some experience with the 
schools. Sometimes guidance 
counselors in the public schools 
are helpful. Counselors working 


with rehabilitation programs 
know even more about local 
trade and technical schools 


usually. If possible, contact some 
former students who attended 
the school and ask them about it. 
Inquire from area employers 
what their experience is with 
people who have had the training. 
Questions suggested by the 
Federal Trade Commission 
which prospective students 
should ask employers are: 
Would you hire graduates of 
the school? 
How many have you hired in 

the last year? 

- Were they hired because of 
school training? 

- Did training make any 
difference in starting salary? 

The next step is to visit the 
school itself if at all possible. 
While you are there, look around 
and try to get a feeling about the 
school from the way people are 
behaving. Talk with students, 


recognizing while you are doing, 


this that some are likely to be 
somewhat critical. Examine 
some of the course materials, 
and observe the facilities that 
are available. 

After gathering all the infor- 
mation you can about the possi- 
ble schools, develop some kind of 
a system for comparison. A sim- 
ple chart might help to sum- 
marize the information which 
could include such categories as 
costs, ratings, facilities, general 
atmosphere, courses, etc. Rate 
each of the schools on a rating 
scale for each of the categories 
using numbers or words such as 
“good,” ‘“‘poor,’’ ‘‘excellent,’’ 
etc. 

By the time you get your chart 
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compiled, you should be able to 
make your decision. If your deci- 
sion still is not clear, a couple of 
indicators should hold special 
weight. Accreditation is an im- 
portant factor. It certainly 
should not be the only factor 
because the accreditation 
process has not been under way 
for proprietary schools very long 
and most of them have not yet 
been through the process. If a 
school is accredited, however, it 
probably is a reliable school. Ac- 
creditation is given in the direc- 
tory described above. If you do 
not have that directory, a Direc- 
tory of Accredited Private Trade 
and Technical Schools is 
available free of charge from the 
National Association of Trade 
and Technical Schools at 2021 L 
Street, N.W., Washington, D.C.

“ Many look ominously at the events in our nation’s 
Capitol as the impeachment process moves toward the 
House, where it would now appear that only the size of 
the vote would be in question. 

The revelations made by President Nixon on Monday 
regarding his involvement in the Watergate case, has 
brought a rash of requests for his resignation. 

As matters stand, barring resignation, which the Presi- 
dent has avowed he will not do, the nation will be engulf- 
ed in the impeachment process, and, following Monday’s 
Presidential revelations, his support in the Senate is 
dropping like apples in a hurricane. 

These are perilous times, to be sure, and some look 
rather pessimistically at the future, the current 
problems leading to a great divisiveness within the 
Republic. 


We find ourselves, however, being in the position of be- 
ing the perpetual optimist. 

While our feelings are much like the majority of these 
in this country, that this blot on the nation’s image would 
be removed in a more harmonious manner than now 
appears invevitable, we take heart in the fact that this 
country has survived crises before. 

There has been only one impeachment process in- 
volving a President, and, in 1868, President Johnson was 
acquitted. 


Precedent has been set for impeachment proceedings,

« It seems somewhat of a shame that a town like An- 
dover, must take some positive steps to curb vandalism, 
loud and profane language and general abuse of a public 
park by a small group of youths. 

But such action has been taken this past week, with the 
stationing of a police officer at The Park, across from 
Memorial Auditorium at East Junior High school. 

The action was a result of continued oral and written 
complaints of residents of the area in particular and the 
town in general. 

It results from a number of complaints about con- 
ditions there, but the most abusive, is the fact that this 
group of some 30 to 35 youths have taken over the public 
park as being their own. 

Some Andover residents have virtually been ordered 
away by some of the young people, according to reports. 

Older residents of the community fear an evening 
stroll through the park. Others, have been ordered from 
the area while walking their dogs. 

Under such circumstances, the town manager and 
police chief this week have ordered a police officer to 
patrol the park during the evening and night hours, to 


and we trust that the constitutional process will result in 


an equitable adjudication, should the matter now before ~~ 


the Congress follow its full course. 

But the constitutional order of succession to the 
Presidency, is the source upon which the solidarity of 
this nation can rely as the present crisis leads now to a 
conclusion of over two years of national controversy in- 
volving Watergate. 

During the past slightly over a quarter century, this na- 
tion has been faced with Presidential transition through 
other than the elective process. 

In 1945, during World War II, President Harry S. 
Truman was thrust into the nation’s highest office 
through the sudden death of Franklin D. Roosevelt. In 
more recent times, Lyndon B. Johnson was suddenly the 
nation’s chief executive through the assassination of 
John F. Kennedy in Dallas. 

In these instances, the nation survived the sudden shift 
of power. 

So, too, as the nation watches the events in 
Washington, D. C. these days, with some skepticism, we 
feel that the state of the Republic is hardly in jeopardy. 

Rather, through the foresight of those who toiled long 
and hard to establish the foundation of the country though 
the constitution, we look optimistically at the future, 
with the feeling that the Congress; chosen by the people, 
will pursue this matter to a judicious and speedy conclu- 
sion.

maintain order, reduce the noise and profanity, and in 
general to attempt to drive home to the young people in- 
volved that this is a public park in every sense of the 
word, I.E. OPEN AND FREE TO ALL RESIDENTS OF 
THE COMMUNITY. 

Consumption of alcoholic beverages is also a problem 
at the area along with litter. But liberal laws, provide 
that offenders must actually be caught in the act of drink- 
ing, or littering, before prosecution can result. 

Last March potential bylaws to control such actions 
were withdrawn from town meeting consideration, in 
possibly, ‘“‘another chance’’ gesture. 

Quite possibly the time has now arrived to put such 
bylaws on the books and afford the police with the 
‘‘tools’’ they need to enforce regulations and restore The 
Park and other places of public assembly in the com- 
munity to the general public, and not reserved for the use 
of a small band of unappreciative youths apparently 
foisted on the community by unattentive parents. 

It is costly to maintain police patrols, as well as assign- 
ing public work crews to cleanup duties on a daily basis. 

We trust some positive action will be forthcoming. 


The Recall 


While we do not have any particular objection to the ef- 
forts of local residents in seeking recall provisions in the 
town election process, we wonder why the sudden in- 
terest. 

The action seems to have followed the results of this 
year’s municipal election when a couple of school com- 
mittee members, not to the liking of some, gained elec- 
toral appointment to three year terms. 

It seems unusual that some areas of the community 
take particular actions when the elected or in some 
cases, the appointive, leaders of the community do not 
appeal to what amounts to a minority. 

Back when the town manager charter was under dis- 
cussion and eventual elective action, the promoters of 
the particular form of municipal administration were 
able to remove from office some municipal employees. 
This was accomplished by inserting in the new charter 
the prohibition of town employees from seeking elective 
office, in the views of some, disenfranchising municipal 
employees. } 

Later, when some in the community were displeased 


with Andover’s first town manager, a special study group 
was appointed to review the charter, with the result that 
the administrator was not continued in office, and no 
changes were made in the charter. 

Now, because some school committee members are 
not in tune with the philosophy of some in Andover, it 
seems there is a move to provide for a recall election, 
should the occasion arise again in the future. 

We would hope that any provision to have a recall 
provision in Andover’s charter would be armed with 
something substantial and not simply displeasure with 
those who happen to be elected. 

We happen to think that Andover is quite fortunate in 
being able to annually produce some rather well qualified 
people aspiring to public office. 


Our philosophies and thoughts are not always on the 
same wave length, but we accept the majority opinion 
rendered at the polls, with the full assurance that those 
currently holding office are subject to the normal 
answering to the public at the expiration of their term, 
generally within three years.

Southern Birds 
Drift Northward 


Perhaps New England is drif- 
ting south, or Florida is shifting 
northward. Anyway, two species 
of wading birds never before 
recorded as breeding in 
Massachusetts were discovered 
nesting in the commonwealth 
this summer. 

The glossy ibis and the cattle 
egret were found breeding for the 
first time on Massachusetts 
coastal islands. The ibises were 
breeding on Clark’s Island off 
Duxbury and House Island off 
Manchester. The cattle egret 
nest and chicks were discovered 
on House Island. 

In addition to finding the new 
breeders, birders taking part in 
the first Massachusetts bird atlas 
survey reported an unexpected 
increase among wading birds 
whose numbers have been down 
since the postwar hard pesticide 
abuse. The return of little blue 
herons and black-crowned night 
herons was especially noticeable. 
In addition, the snowy egret has 
become a rather common bred- 
ding bird on some coastal 
islands. One great blue heron 
nest was found on Clark’s Island. 

The first recorded breeding of 
the glossy ibis in Massachusetts 
was established in mid-July by 
three ornithologists of the 
Manomet Bird Observatory. 
Kathleen Anderson, director, and 
Wayne Petersen and Brian 
Harrington, biologists, found two 
nests containing young glossy 
ibises and noted at least 15 young 


ibises that had left nests. 

Proof that cattle egrets were 
breeding on House Island was es- 
tablished by Christopher Leahy, 
a guide for Massachusetts 
Audubon international tours. 
Leahy also found glossy ibis nests 
on House Island, but his dis- 
covery followed the Manomet 
confirmation by more than a 
week. Cattle egrets have visited 
Massachusetts regularly for at 
least 20 years but have not been 
known to breed here. 

Petersen began suspecting that 
glossies were breeding in 
Massachusetts last year. So the 
discovery of the nests was the 
result of a year’s detective work. 

The search began late last 
summer when Petersen noted 
that more than 100 snowy egrets 
and 30 to 40 glossy ibises were 
feeding in salt marshes in 
Marshfield. The unusual number 
of both egrets and ibises in- 
dicated that the birds might be 
breeding in the area. Each even- 
ing the birds left the marshes to 
fly to an unknown roost. By using 
the bee-hunter technique of 
following the line of flight as long 
as he could see the birds and then 
picking up the flight again the 
next evening at the last point of 
observation, Petersen discovered 
that the birds were flying to 
Clark’s Island. It was too late in 
the season last year to determine 
whether the birds bred there, 
since the young would have left 
the nest and reached in- 
dependence. 


Joining The Recyclers

I finally talked my neighbor 
Peggy into joining the local 
recycling pregram. 

“TI didn't really do it to cut 
down on solid waste pollution,” 
she told me. *‘I did it to cut down 
on noise pollution from my 
neighbor. ™’ 

“You were a tough one to per- 
suade,” | said. ‘‘But whatever 
the reason, welcome aboard!”"’ 

‘Actually it was the story you 
told me about the crazy amount 
of packaging in people’s trash.”’ 

“Story, nothing!’’ I said. 
Packaging really is between 30 
and 40 per cent of municipal solid 
waste, according to the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency. 
Not only that, but packaging ac- 
counts for 47 per cent of all paper 
production, 14 per cent of alum- 
ninum production, 75 per cent of 
glass production, 8 per cent of 
steel production, and 29 per cent 
of plastic production.” 

“O.K.. O.K., you told me last 
week,’ Peggy protested. *‘How 
can you keep those numbers in 
your head, anyway?” 

“Telling people like you who 
need persuading to recycle keeps 
me in practice,’ | said. 

Recycling hasn't been half 
bad,” Peggy said. ‘Once I found 
a spot in the broom closet for 
bottles, a shelf for a box of 
squashed cans, and a corner in 
the cellar for overtlow and 
papers, it’s simple to take them 
to the town recycling area every 
so often.” 

“You know, Peggy, it really 
makes me happy you haven't 
found recycling as much of a 
nuisance as you thought it might 
be.” 


“The amazing thing is the way 
I can actually see it cutting down 
on the trash. I used to put out six” 
barrels, and now I'm only putting 
out four or five. The kids love 
that. . .it cuts down on their 
weekly chores.”’ 


“That will change when they 
find they have to help recycle!”’ 

“It's lucky I started recycling, 
since one of the garbage can bot- 
toms is only hanging on by a 
sliver of metal. I'd throw it away 
if I could figure out how to make 
the trash men take away a trash 
can. 


“That's a problem even I don’t 
have a theory for solving,’ I said. 
“I think there must be a union 
rule that trash men can only 
carry off new trash cans. But if 
you take easier problems, like 
the energy crisis. . .it would save 
a lot of energy to cut down on 
total packaging volume. About 5 
per cent of U.S. industrial energy 
goes to packaging, the EPA says. 
And it’s not necessary. . .all this 
over-packaging is something 
that’s just been escalating since 
World War II. It drains our 
natural resources, wastes our 
energy, uses up our land to make 
dumps, and the one who pays for 
it all is the consumer.” 


“Yes, yes, I know, that’s what 
you've been telling me for the 
last year. If you don’t stop the 
noise pollution, I'll go back to 
throwing away all my trash 
again,” 

“Anything but that! Tell you 
what. . .you recycle, and I'll 
never say the word again.”

Reform Bill Passage 


Congressman Paul W. Cronin 
today called upon the House 
Rules Committee to act swiftly 
in granting a rule for considera- 
tion of crucial committee reform 
legislation in the House of 
Representatives. 

A strong supporter of com- 
mittee reform, Cronin urged ‘‘bi- 
partisan support in moving to 
consider this much-needed 


legislation,’’ which would 
Streamline and modernize the 
method of studying and 
evaluating bills in the House. 
The Bolling-Martin Reform 
proposal was authored by 
members of the Select Com- 
mittee on Committees, but the 
Democratic Caucus postponed 
further consideration of the bill 
by the Full House ina secret vote 
held late in May. Cronin called 
that action ‘‘A deliberate delay- 
ing tactic which interferes with 
the rights and integrity of the 
House of Representatives.’’ The 
Caucus recently issued its 
recommendations, and Chairman 
Richard Bolling has requested a 
rule on the proposal. 
Congressman Cronin sponsored 
a resolution in the House to bring 
the Bolling-Martin proposal to 
the floor of the House for im-

The one with a 
man and lady depicted in a side 
medallion has been assigned a 
1820 date. After 1830 the Staf- 
fordshire earthenwares in- 
troduced color other than blue. 
This period is represented by a 
red and white teapot. The gothic 
influence brought with it paneled 
pieces. The monopoly of the 
British East India Company had 
terminated in 1833 so the gold 
banded pot in mid-century is 
much larger - tea was cheaper. 
The Italian pottery teapot must 
be before 1891 as the country of 
origin is not marked on it. The 
small round Chinese pot has a 
look of celadon in its pale green 
color. Turn of the century teapots 
are familiar to the older genera- 
tion - blue and white with an in- 
sert for the tea and pebbly tan 
with blue and white top. The tall 
Limoges - is it for tea or coffee? 
For comparison with these 
ceramic pots, look at the footed 
silver-plated one from England 
in the inverted pear shape about 
1850 and the 6 sided pewter pot 
with bale from China. 

Don't overlook the teapots in 
the permanent collection at the 
Tavern.

Bishop Lane, Lawrence 


Native, Dies At 80 


Bishop Raymond A. Lane, 
M.M.. a former Superior General 
of the Maryknoll Society and 
pioneering missioner to the 
Orient, died July 31, 1974, at St. 
Mary's Hospital, San Fransicso, 
Calif. He had been hospitalized 
this past month because of 
progressive physical deteriora- 
tion complicated by pneumonia. 
He was 80 years old. 

A native of Lawrence, Bishop 
Lane was ordained Feb. 8, 1920, 
to the priesthood in the 
Marvknoll Society, popular name 
for the Catholic Foreign Mission 
Society of America. Maryknoil 
was founded in 1911, only two 
vears after the United States was 
removed from the list of mission 
countries. The newly natured 
Chureh in this country turned 
promptly to assist the Church in 
less developed countries of the 
world, sharing with them the 
Christian experience. Bishop 
Lane was among the first 
overseas representatives of the 
Church in America. He entered 
the Society to begin studies for 
the misssion priesthood in 1913, 
just two years after the Society’s 
founding. 

Following his ordination he 
served for three years as 
procurator at Maryknoll 
Seminary, Maryknoll, N.Y., and 
was then assigned to Hong Kong 
in the same capacity. 


In 1925, Bishop Lane was ap- 
pointed to open a new mission 
territory in Fushun, Manchuria. 
Four years later he was elected a 
member of the Maryknoll 
General Council and returned to 
the United States to assume ad- 
ministrative duties. During this 
period he also served as Rector 
of Maryknoll Seminary. 

Returning to the Orient in 1932, 
the missioner was -appointed 
Prefect Apostolic of Fushun by 
the Holy See and, in 1940, was 
named Vicar Apostolic of that 
diocese. He was consecrated 
Bishop in St. Mary’s Church, 
Lawrence on June 11, 1940. He 
was assigned the titular see of 
Hypaepa in western Turkey. 

Bishop Lane returned to 
Fushun in early 1941, and follow- 
ing the attack of Pearl Harbor in 
December he was interned by the 
Japanese. He reamined a 
prisoner until V-J Day, Aug. 14, 
1945. During the greater part of 
this period he was held in con- 
finement at a camp in 
Manchuria. 


Upon his release he returned to 
Fushun to reassume his prior 
duties. The following year, 1946, 
Bishop Lane was elected 
Superior General of the 
Maryknoll Society, active in that 
capacity until 1956. He was the 
Society’s third director and serv- 
ed during the period of 
Maryknoll’s greatest expansion 
at home and abroad. 

After 1956, Bishop Lane resided 
at Maryknoll seminaries in 
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Bishop Raymond A. Lane 


Brookline, Glen Ellyn, Ill., and, 
most recently, Mountain View, 
Calif., in extremely active semi- 
retirement. A popular after- 
dinner speaker, he traveled 
throughout the United States to 
talk on mission problems and 
world affairs. He also attended 
the first and second sessions of 
Vatican Council II. 

Fordham University conferred 
its honorary degree of Docot of 
Laws on the Bishop in 1952. Other 
honors include the 1953 award of 
the Catholic Association for 
International Peace, presented 
annually to an American whose 
outstanding achievements have 
helped further Christian prin- 
ciples of justice and charity in in- 
ternational life, and the 1953 
Christopher Columbus Award for 
Maryknoll’s contribution to the 
enrichment of the spiritual, 
cultural and educational life of 
Latin America. 


Publications by Bishop Lane 
include three books: The Early 
Days of Maryknoll, the story of 
the first ten years of the Society, 
published in 1951; Stone in the 
King’s Highway, a compilation of 
the writings of Maryknoll Bishop 
Francis X. Ford, who died in 
prison in China, published in 
1953; and Ambassador in 
Chaines, the story of Maryknoll 
Bishop Patrick J. Byrne, who 
died during a Communist forced 
march in North Korea during the 
Korean War, published in 1955. 

Writing in 1970 on the occasion 
of the 50th anniversary of his or- 
dination, Bishop Lane remarked, 
‘now for the past thirteen years, 
more or less retired, but always 
fairly busy with talks, counsell- 
ing and correspondence. 

“It has been a happy life and, I 
hope, a fruitful one. Please join 
with me in thanking God for the 
opportunities and for the 
privilege of the priesthood, the 
episcopate and the apostolate.” 

Bishop Lane was born Jan. 2, 
1894, in Lawrence, son of the late 
Michael and Anastasia Lane. 
After graduating from St. Mary’s 
Preparatory School in Lawrence, 
he attended St. John’s 
Preparatory School, Danvers. 

He is survived by a brother, 
Lewis D. Lane of Andover, and a 
sister, Miss Margaret M. Lane of 
Crowley, Texas.

of the area from walking 
through The Park. 

Loud noise, profanity and 
downright filthy language had 
been echoing through the 
general residential area from 
the park as late as 11:30 p.m. to 
1 a.m. 

The police officer patrolling 
the area has been instructed to 
abate the nuisance and to drive 
home the point to the offenders 
that The Park is open to the 
general public and not a private 
domain. 

In addition to the noise and 
general nuisance problem, the 
town has been faced with an 
almost daily assignment of 
cleaning up the area from 
litter left by the youths. 

Drinking is an obvious activi- 
ty from the number of beer 
bottles and cans picked up dai- 
ly. 

There have also been com- 
plaints of cars making jack- 
rabbit starts, ‘‘burning 
rubber,’ and parking illegally 
on the streets surrounding The 
Park. 

The manager and police of- 
ficials are keeping a close 
watch on the situation and are 
meeting regularly to make 
every attempt to alleviate the 
problem. 

A year ago a similar problem 
was met by the selectmen ac- 
ting aS park commissioners, 
adopting rules and regulations 
for use of public parks, in- 
cluding this particular area. 

At the time the thrust of the 
effort was to improve con- 
ditions at “‘The Wall,” the area 
in Elm Square where youths 
had been congregating.

agreements between the state 
Department of Community Af- 
fairs which funds the project. 
This is expected to take place 
within the next ten days. 

The project has been plagued 
by problems and some con- 
troversy during the planning 
stage. Obtaining of the land was 
the first hurdle, then there was 
a freeze on funds by the state. 

Following the submission of 
plans by the original architect, 
there was mixed feelings 
among board members with 
regard to the design of the new 
buildings. 

Modernistic in style, Housing 
Authority members Thomas R. 
Wallace and John B. White ob- 
jected with the feeling that the 
architecture did not conform to 
Andover. 

The planning board also had 
some objection due to the densi- 
ty of the project and the failure 
to completely conform to An- 
dover’s zoning bylaws. 

But these problems were 
overcome by the majority of 
the AHA members and the fact 
that the state project did not 
have to conform to local zoning. 

Then illness of the architect 
resulted in a further delay. 

The final plans were produc- 
ed by Architect Michael O’Shea 
of Boston. 

The new project will have 96 
units in 11 apartment buildings, 
and a community, building: 

One building of eight units 
will be specifically designed to 
accommodate the handicapped. 

It is expected that AHA 
Chairman Thomas P. Eldred 
and Executive Director 
Edward Manning will complete 
the final planning and signing 
agreements between the state 
and contractor within the next 
few weeks which will allow for 
ground breaking to take place 
possibly before the end of the 
month.
